OLD BUILDINGS BLAMED

SAILORS GET NO BOUNTY
FOR SINKING TRANSPORT

British Court Rules That Prize Money
Is Payable for Destroying Fight-
ing Units Only
LONDON, Feb, 22.-<The prize court has
disallowed the applloation of the crew
of the Hritish submarine E-14 for prize
bounty for sinking the Turkish steamship
Gulgamal, swhich was carrying 6000 soldiers
The court ruled that bounty was payatile
on'y for sinking an armed ship, which
might be regarded as an actual Aghting unit
and that the evidence falled to whow that
the trangport in gquestion was such a whip,
